Independence Day 

It is the fourth of July in the United States-the nation’s birthday. It 
honors the day in 1776 when the continental congress, that brave band 
of patriots representing the thirteen colonies, adopted the Déclaration of 
Independence, which eut the tie with England and established the United 
States of America. 

Since that Memorial Day in 1776 when the Liberty Bell called the 
people of Philadelphia to the State House to hear the Déclaration of 
Independence read out, the 4 th of July has been a joyous American 
holiday. Communities, large and small, with speeches, parades and 
fireworks, reaffïrm the words written on the Liberty Bell. 

Proclaim Liberty Throughout Ail The Land unto Ail The 
INHABITANTS THEREOL. 

Under the leadership of General George Washington, the American 
forces would engage the King’s armies for another fïve years; Lrance 
and Spain would hâve to corne to their aid. The hostilities finally ended 
in 1781 with the surrender of the British at Yorktown, Virginia. 

Each city and town now sponsors its own ceremony-a parade, speeches 
by public officiais, guided tours through historié monuments, outdoor 
stage shows, and evening fireworks displays. 

Philadelphia, “birthplace of the nation”, naturally cornes to the 
forefront on the 4 th of July. The historié monuments hâve been faithfully 
preserved, and as one walks through Independence Hall it is easy to 
visualize young Thomas Jefferson presenting his draft of the Déclaration 
of Independence to the august members of the Continental Congress. 

He sees where George Washington sat while presiding over the 
Constitutional Congress, and he hears the Liberty Bell tell its own story. 
The Liberty Bell, like many Americans, is an immigrant. The civic 
leaders ordered a bronze bell from famous bell foundry in London.
